As a result Judge Swinn
wants to know why the motoreyele po-
licemen who know Cocchi did not include
something of the personal character of
the Ttalian in their report on the crime.

The mayor ordered the Wallstein in-
vestigution after a long conference with
Commissioner Woods vesterday morning.
The polics commissioner himself suggest-
ed such an investigation to supplement
the one he himself has started under In-
spector Faurot.

In his letter of reply to the open let-
ter of Henry DI. Cruger, father of the
murdered girl, Mayor Mitchel expressad
his sympathy for the family, while giv.
ing the assurance that the police depart-
ment had never held any theory reflect-
ing on the girl's character. The mayor
said that investigation satisfied him
that no statement reflecting on the char-
acter of Ruth Cruger had ever emanated
from the police commissioner’s office.

The mayor added that there was no
possible excuse for the failure of the po-
lice in the case and signified his inten-
tion to have responsibility for it definite-
ly fixed.
